So here, without further preface, Is what

his eyes, burst into my work-room', then on 
the first floor.

I have fled from those who want 
tomnrdermet I heard them plotting on tha 
train from New York. They sat in the seat. 
back of me and hatched tha whole scheme.

Bordentown, and I must hide.1

"He gave no heed to the question, but re- j 


mained in a distracted frame of mind; say- 
ing, where could he hide from the conspire-' 
tors, and frantically urging his deadly peril. ': 
I assured him that he could stay with me as 
long as he wished, and tried to quiet him by: 
making light of his fears. Bat no, they were i 
still on his track, and he begged me piteously.) 
fora razor or some laudanum, pleading in en 
incoherent way, that he must shave off his 
moustache as an extra precaution. Of course' 
it would havo been folly to have offered him i 
a stimulant—even coffee was too powerful a' 
beverage for Foe—and aa I did not shave, i 
there was fortunately a good reason for not; 
entrusting him with a razor. But he became 
so violent that at last I led him upstairs into 
the bath-room, and took off the moustache, 
myself, with a pair of scissors. After supper, 
he insisted upon walking out, and as I needed 
exercise, I willingly agreed to accompany him 
but an obstacle prevented Itself in the shape; 
of his troddon-down shoes, which were chafing\ 
Us feet painfully. As I hod no spare pair1 


for him, he was forced to put on my slippers,' 
and so wo started forth. This was before the 
day of railroads or street cars, aid we boarded 
one of the CaUowhill line of busses for 
Fail-mount. Arriving there; we sauntered 
along the river bank, I keeping carefully on' 
the outside with my arm through his, until 
we coma to the straight/, wooden staircase at 
the foot of the waterworks, which we as- 
cended and took seats at the top. I had hoped 
for a repetition of the beautiful moonlight we 
had had the evening before, but heavy clouds 
gathered in the sky, and we were soon in 
inky darkness.

Then, I suddenly saw standing on 
the granite parapet, bathed in this white 
glow, the figure ol a beautiful woman arrayed, 
in flowing robes; and she asked me wonderful 
questions, which, if I failed to answer cor- 
rectly, would damn me to on eternity of woe 
and misery, worse than the annihilation of 
bell!'

"I am sorry " broke off Mr. Sartaln, "that 


I cannot recall those questions—more wild 
and weird than any of the fervid imageries 
that ever dropped from his pen, and delivered 
in such rich, musical tones that our lonely 
station seemed peopled with an audience from 
the spirit world."

HOW TO ACT IN A TOBNADO. „ 


A Signal-Service Sezcwut Gives 


Home Direction* for JEaeaplBK the 
force or the Storm. 


Popular Science Monthly. 


Sergeant John B- Knley, signal-service 


officer at Kansas City, Mo., has published in 
a pamphlet on tornadoes gome useful direc- 
tions concerning the course to be taken to es- 
cape the dangers of those terrible forces. 
The inhabitant of a tornado-frequented dis- 
trict must be watchful in the season of visita- 
tions, for he can never know when the de- 
struction will come upon him. On the first 
sign of the approaching vortex he must run 
—always to the north, unless by going in 
that direction he will have to cross the entire 
path of the storm. If he is nearer to the 
southern edge than'to the centre of the prob- 
able path, he may go south, bearing slightly 
east; but in no event should he. ever run. di- 
rectly to the east or northeast It is impos- 
sible to save any building that may lie in the 
path of the tornado or any property that can- 
not bo got out of its way. No material, no 
method of construction, con be competent to 
resist the raging destruction. Nothing rising 
above the ground can escape It The most 
practicable measure of precaution is to con- 
struct a "dug-out," at some suitable point, 
within easy distance from the house, to serve 
as a place of refuge or shelter.' The retreat 
should be entirely under ground, with a roof 
at least three feet thick, not rising. above the 
surface'of the 'earth, and entered from the 
northern or eastern sida 
A "cellar-cave" 


may be constructed from the cellar, if the 
bouse has one, to serve as a substitute for the 
"dug-out" It should be excavated from the 
west wall of the cellar, toward the west, and 
should be mode as complete and secure 
as the "duff^mt" If, however, the storm 
cannot 
be 
escaped, 
if no 
refuge 
is 
at 
hand, 
or 
there is 
no time to 
get to it. the safest thing to do is to place 
MB'B self against the west wall of the cellar, 
face forward, .or against the south wall, as 
near the southwest corner as. possible. The 
northeast quartet' is in any case* a fatal posi- 
tion, and should always be avoided. If one 
is actually overtaken by the tornado, big only 
resource Is to east himself face downward 
upon the ground, with his head to the east 
and his arms thrown over his head to protect 
it. It a stump or large stone, or anything 
heavy that tha wind will not blow 'over is 
near, he may get a trifle of protection by 
throwing himself to the eastward of it If in 
a house with no .cellar, he should get' Into the 
west room, 
on; the ground floor' if 


possible, and away from all stoves and 
heavy furniture. The people of towns 
might find it to their advantage to provide 
for having a watch, to be on duty on all days 
when the air bears premonitory symptoms of 
a violent windstorm to give a signal to the 
whole population on the appearance of the 
first reaj threatening signs. The signs of the 
formation and approach of a tornado cloud: 
are distinct and sufficiently suggestive to af- 
ford opportunity for. timely and concerted' 
action. Sergeant Finley is continuing his in- 
vestigations of the phenomena of tornadoes', 
•and he has prepared three full schedules of 
minute inquiries calling for the facts attend- 
ant the appearance of the storms, which 
he sends to persons who were within the path 
of one, who were on the outer edge of the 
path, and who were from ten' to one hundred 
miles from it

Edumml Keller, of the steam whaler Lu- 
cretla, who bas Just arrived here, leaving 
Ills vessel inlcommaud of the second officer. 
All went well on board the Lucretia until 
March 22, when a heavy gale was blowing, 
and, being in the vicinity of ice, Capt. 
Kolley ordered the mainsail taken up. No 
one responded, the watch having gone be- 
low. They were ordered out, but a French- 
man named Joe refused duty, and applied 
a number of vllo epithets to the captain 
Tbe captain put him in Irons. 
Others ot 


the crew-were unruly, including 
John 


Madden, a native ot New York, who thieat- 
enod the captain, but was driven off by the 
mates. Soon afterlthe entire ciow came 
aft and demanded JOB'S release, d> Glaring 
they would not work It the request was 
refused. 
The 
captain 
then 
In- 
formed them that H they would not work 
they could starve, as he would not feed 
them. At this they dared him to stop their 
rations. They wore driven below ana lock- 
ed in and all provisions removed to places 
beyond their reach. The men remained 
below until the afternoon ot the next day, 
when, headed by Madden and an English 
sailor named Boyd, they rushed aft, de- 
manding bread or blood. The captain again 
tried to induce them to work, but the rlng- 
le»der» bulldozed the men who might have 
weakened. Toe captain then got his rifle 
and at the same time called on his officers to 
help him. He then advanced on tbe men 
and told them lie would

SIM Deoatur oraamery. 


The fact that DscaturwUl have a mod- 


am creamery, or butter-makiag establish- 
ment, MBS good as settled, as the required 
amount of stoci, $8^00, ha* been taken 
by « number oE oar enterprising dtizene 
end farmers, who .have great faith in the 
worthy enterprise. It will be known as 
the Decatur Crasmery Company, and will 
be incorporated under the general laws 
of the state. Mr. John A. Brown, oar 
master in chancery, has bean the chief 
mover in the enterprise. He has given 
the matter mnoh of hia valuable time, 
and his activity is deserving of commen- 
dation. 


The creamery will be established within 


the limits or near Deoatur. The cream- 
ery building will be erected by Holt & 
Hall, of Osoeola, Iowa, and will be 36x44 
feet in size, with three air chambers 
around the entire building. There will 
also be built an ice house 36x44 feet, hav- 
ing a capacity of 400 tons, and also a coat 
house. Both buildings will be 12 feet 
high, built of wood on brick foundation. 
The operating outfit will consist of an 
engine and boiler of 10 horse power ca- 
pacity; two chums; two large cream vats,
